THE I5ROTHKR OF TtlE COLLECTOR OF THE PORT

CF U03T0N ON BLTI.KR AND UIS TACTICS.

Boston, October 2..The Herald will
print to-morrow an interview with Samuel
J. Simmon5, brother of the collector, detail¬
ing General Bullet's tactics. He says :

.' To achieve political success by tbe But-
lerian method cmcuses must be controlled at
ail hszird-i. The preliminary feature in tbe
movement in Boston was to obtain control of
tiie ward and city committees, by which cau¬

cuses are called. In the Butler campaign iu
the fall of last year the fir*t great object
aimed *»t was to have caucuses called at a

period when the least resistance could be
expected. This was when the families of
tbe better classes were out of town. After
the call is issued the Butler men use every
irflueoce known in politics to fill the
(Mucuses, bringing men Irom every quarter,
inside the ward and outside. They rely
much upon the United States officials in this.
They control matters just as utuch as the
I'tre'.oriau guards controlled tbe lioman Sen¬
ate. Tbe ward and city committees are

largely recruited from the lower ward*.
The power ot tbe officials of tbe Internal
Revenue Department is immense, and ex¬
tends to every hamlet in tbe State. Its power
Is far greater than tbe power of the custom-
bouse. It is this department with which I
have been connected. I buve used myitflu-
ence as an officer and as a unit) to rally an
immense crowd iu tbectucuses. .Mr. Sim*
mous describes the usual plan of operating
tbe cjucus and manipulating its votes, and
adds: The power of tbe Internal lievtmue De¬
partment ise«pecialiy useful in election time.
This is tbe way in which it is operated in
Butler's interest : An officer enters a liquor
saloon and asks to see tbe dealer's liceme.
Generally everything is correct. The ques¬
tion comes, How about your cigar-boxes ?
The law requires the erasure of stamps.
Frequently dealers iu cities have on hand
nearly five hundred hexes that are empty.
Then a bint is giv^n that they bad better
lookout for them carefully. All this is done
pleasantly, e*j»e -tally if parties !«r»> »?ui-15ut-
ler. Before leaving, the officer manages to
drop the suage>t!»n that possibly another
call will be made in a day or two." liemartc
is also made incidentally that a cjucus is
coming off soon, a:.d an invitation is given
to them to come down and bring* their
friends. Dealers. particularly country deal¬
ers.have a gicjt dicad < f law and Govern¬
ment officers, 'i be hint is usually suf¬
ficient, and the expected force is on
band. Bu-ler does ii.»t c.ire for tbe col¬
lector other thai1. Lie can serve Butler's
intercut. lie saw a rising politician
in him, made hi- bid, and got bim. At tbe
time 1 wa> engaged in travelling through the
Slate in Bullet's interest I was in consulta¬
tion with all tbe leadiug Butler men, and it
is not to be assumed that 1 did this work
without instructions. I never was railed
upon to Use much money. Government of¬
fice \>as potent enough. The maiu expenses
are for carriage hire, if tbe crushing pro¬
cess i* to be continued, facts of a darker
character than I have revealed are to conic to
light. I shan't even hesitate to touch on tbe
collvctorship liybt, the Sanborn contracts,

ing.''

The National Convention Idea.A Con¬
ference in Kentpcky..Xcio York, October
*1..A Nashville special to the Herald says:
"Al a conference oh Saturday between Gov¬
ernors Lolie, of Kentucky, and Brown, of
Tennessee, Mr. Watler>on, of the Louis¬
ville Courier-Journal, and N. J. Stoddard
Johnson, ot Fraukfort, Ky., i cing itiso pre¬
sent, it was agreed aud is suggested that
thete be a conterencc of the Governors ot
all the Democratic States, North and South,
together with representative Democratic
citizens from States not Democratic, or possi¬
bly of the Governors of all States, irrespect¬
ive of party, with a view to a calm, earnest,
and patriotic discussion of the broader ques¬
tions of conflict between State and Federal
jurisdictions."

Singular Coincidence..A most singular
incident in connection with tbe death ot
Bishop Lee, of Iowa, has come to light. A
private letter from Davenport, Iowa, con¬
tains thj following: "We have been very
anxious tbe last two weeks over the illness
of Bishop Lee, which terminated in his
deuth on Saturday morning. The whole
community are saddened by the event.
Some two months ago he got up in the uight
and took a bath, and on returning to his
room he made a mistake and stepped off a

long fi ght of stairs, and landed at the foot
with a tremendous crash, as he was very
heavy, weighing over two hundred pounds.
It aroused tbe whole family, and Mrs. Lee
and Carrie sprang from their beds, and,
lighting each a candle, went to see what had
happened, and found the Bishop lying on the
fljor of the entry. He got up, however,
without aid. and seemed to have received no
ir jury except a few slight bruises, though
his right band was a little lamed.
" Mr. H. and myself called on him two

days alter, aud while telling us the circum¬
stance of the fall he meuiioned this coinci¬
dence. He had a letter iu his baud, which
he had just received from his son Henry,
living at Kansas City. His son wrote: { Are
you well ; for last night I had a dream that
troubles me. I heard a crash, and, standing
up, said to my wife, "Did you hear that
crash ? I dreamed that father bad a fall
and was dead." I got up and looked at my
watch, aud it was 2 o'clock. I C3uld not
sleep again, so vivid was the dream,' and it
made bim anxious to hear frcm home.
"Tbe Bishop said he was not supersti¬

tious, but he thought it remarkable that
Henry should have had the dream at the
very hour of the same niarbt on which tbe ac¬
cident occurred. Tbe difference in the time
there and here is just fifteen minutes, and it
was 2.15 by his watch, making it at the same
moment. It was as if he had actually heard
tbe fall. And the full finally caused the
Bishop's death. Hi3 hand became intensely
painful, aud gangrene set in, which, after two
weeks of suffering, terminated his life, We
are none of us spiritualists, as you know,
but surely facts like this must go far to make
us realize that there is a basis of truth for
their hypothesis of spiritual faculties resi¬
dent in man. How did this Henry Lee be¬
come cognizant of the accident to bis
lather Washington Chronicle. \

NARROW-GAUGE RAILROADS.

Mnjor Charles G. Dandrldge, the writer of
the letter we copy below, is a young Virgin-
ian of very decided genius and acquire¬
ments. He has been engaged upon several
Important railways, among them the Ches¬
apeake and Ohio, and made the survey for
the extension of that road from Huntington
to Cincinnati. We invite attention to this
letter as furnishing interesting facta concern¬

Dear Sir,.From my personal knowledge I
regard the district lying north of the Clinch
river and south of the Cumberland range,
embracing portions of Buchanan, the whole
of Wise, and the northwestern part of
Scott counties, as the richest in minerals,
pirticularly coal and iron ore of the
finest quality, that I have ever examined.
Wise county has throughout from five to
seven veins of cannel and splint coal vary¬
ing in thickness from four to eight feet. The
splint is of the purest variety, giving only
about six parts of one per cent, of sulphur,
and capable of smelting without coking
the hardest ores with admirable economy.
The ores are the brown, red, and gray hema¬
tites generally, with occasional heavy de¬
posits of the dyestone ore (a pure and ex¬

ceedingly valuable and scarce variety of red
hematite), and specular. These are t he last

The Air-Link Railway..The Atlanta
Constitution, speaking of this great enter¬
prise, and of Colonel A. S. Buford in con¬
nection with it, says that be is working hard
and faithfully to save the stock from being
utterly wiped out. Instead of being in
league with the bondholders ho is endeavor-
iog to effect arrangements that will permit
the road to attain its full capacity for reve¬
nue, and thus save all iuterests intact.
The company was unable to pay the inte¬

rest due last January on the first mortgage
bonds. This amouut is still in default, aud
President Buford is now, with the endorse¬
ment of the stockholders and of his associ¬
ates in the management, negotiating with the
bondholders with the view of preventing a
foreclosure of the first mortgage. If he suc¬
ceeds it is believed that the slock will ulti¬
mately be saved. An adequate increase of
rolling stock would double the present reve¬
nue of the company and make the road
profitable to all who have put their money
in it,
We hope the road will remain in the hands

of the stockholders. They can make it earn
the interest on the bonds If any party can,
aud there will still be a hope for the invest¬
ors who are not secured by a lien. The road
has never had a fair chance to show what it
can earn. It was born in the panic, and has
never been adequately equipped. The bond¬
holders will best serve themselves aud the
people along the line by affording the pres¬
ent officers of this great highway a fair op¬
portunity to develop its immense capabili¬
ties..
